Clinic  Now  Accepting 

New  Fall  Enrollments 


New  enrollments  are  now  being 
accepted  for  fall  semester,  1965,  in 
the  BYU  Speech  and  Hearing  Clinic 
according  to  Dr.  Gordon  M.  Low, 
clinic  coordinator. 

ENLARGED  CLINIC  facilities  in 
the  Harris  Fine  Arts  Center  and 
increased  college  student  enroll- 
ment in  the  speech  and  hearing 
area  at  BYU  now  make  it  possible 
for  the  clinic  to  provide  communi- 
cation therapy  for  an  increased 
number  of  children  and  adults  who 
have  any  of  a variety  of  speech  and 
hearing  problems. 

An  added  feature  of  the  1965-66 
school  year  is  a class  for  primary 
age  mentally  retarded  children 
who  will  be  given  classroom  in- 
struction through  the  Special  Edu- 
cation Department  of  the  Univer- 
sity, and  communication  therapy 
through  the  Speech  and  Hearing 
Clinic. 

THOSE  ACCEPTED  for  therapy 
usually  meet  four  days  a week  for 
one  hour  periods  in  group  and/or 
individual  therapy.  Children  in  the 
mentally  retarded  class  meet  daily 
for  a full  school  day. 

Each  client  is  assisted  by  an 
advanced  student  clinician  who  is 
directly  supervised  by  one  of  the 
professional  clinic  staff. 

MEMBERS  OF  THE  speech  and 
hearing  faculty  are  David  Hillier, 
Lorin  Jex,  Dr.  Low,  Ross  Weaver 


and  several  other  specialists  as 
part  time  staff.  Dr.  Alonzo  Morley 
is  on  leave  this  year  to  assume 
teaching  duties  at  the  Church  Col- 
lege in  Hawaii.  * 

A nominal  diagnostic  and  regis- 
tration fee  is  charged  for  clients 
from  the  community.  BYU  students 
may  enroll  for  therapy  without  ad- 
ditional student  fees.  The  clinic 
conducts  therapy  programs  each 
fall,  spring  and  summer  term. 

Parents  or  others  interested  in 
diagnostic  interviews  or  in  enroll- 
ment in  the  clinic  should  call  Dr. 
Low  at  Ext.  2218.

The  first  semester  at  Salzburg 
last  spring  attracted  students  from 
the  University  of  Utah,  Ricks  Col- 
lege and  Utah  State  University  as 
well  as  BYU.  Four  BYU  faculty 
members  accompanied  the  140  stu- 
dents on  the  study  tour. 

EACH  PROGRAM  offers  side 
trips  at  additional  cost  to  Switzer- 
land, French  Riviera,  Milan,  Ven- 
ice and  Rome.  Those  on  the  Salz- 
burg tour  will  visit  Czechoslovakia 
Budapest,  Rome,  Venice,  Munich 
and  Southern  Germany. 

Both  groups  will  leave  Salt  Lake 
City  Jan.  30  and  fly  to  Paris  on 
chartered  jet.  At  the  end  of  the 
semester  the  program  will  take  a 
three-week  tour  of  Europe  return- 
ing to  Salt  Lake  City  from  London 
June  8.

50  Cuban  Refugees 
Found  Alive  at  Sea 

MIAMI,  Fla.,  (AP)— The  124-foot 
fishing  vessel  El  Amigo  reported 
today  it  had  picked  up  50  Cuban 
refugees  who  had  been  without  food 
for  three  days. 

THE  EL  AMIGO,  en  route  from 
Panama  City,  Panama,  to  Pro- 
gresso,  Mexico,  notified  the  Coast 
Guard  7th  District  Headquarters 
here  it  picked  up  the  refugees  from 
two  30-foot  boats  66  miles  southwest 
of  the  Dry  Tortugas. 

A Coast  Guard  plane  and  a Navy 
plane  were  sent  to  orbit  the  vessel 
until  the  cutter  Cape  Darby  could 
reach  the  scene  from  its  Key  West 
base. 

THE  EL  AMIGO  said  it  was  un- 
able to  return  the  refugees  to  their 
boats  because  of  weather  condi- 
tions and  was  turning  about  to  ren- 
dezvous with  the  Cape  Darby. 

The  refugees  were  to  be  brought 
to  Key  West  and  turned  over  to 
immigration  authorities,  the  Coast 
'Guard  said.

Shastri  Pledges  to  Fight  Chinese 


NEW  DELHI,  INDIA,  (API- 

Prime  Minister  Lai  Bahadur  Shas- 
tri declared  Monday  Communist 
China  has  fired  the  first  shots 
across  the  Indian  border  in  a cam- 
paign to  dominate  all  of  Asia.  He 
said  India  will  fight  back. 

THUS,  after  three  years  of  un- 
easy peace  in  the  Himalayas,  the 
two  giants  of  Asia  seemed  on  the 
verge  of  picking  up  where  they  left 
off  after  their  border  conflict  in 
the  fall  of  1962. 

China,  with  650  million  people, 
was  bitterly  denouncing  India  for 
alleged  border  violations  along 
more  than  1,000  miles  of  mountains 
frontier  separating  the  Chinese 
army  from  the  Indian  plain. 

RED  TROOP  movements  were 
reported  in  half  a dozen  areas,  from 
the  Indian  Protectorate  of  Sik- 
kim in  the  east  to  the  Ladakh  re- 
gion of  Kashmir  State  in  the  West.

Force  Policy 

WASHINGTON,  (AP)— The  House 
approved  Monday  a resolution  call- 
ing for  the  use  of  force  by  any 
American  nation  if  necessary  to 
prevent  a Communist  takeover  in 
any  hemisphere  country. 

Voting  for  the  resolution  were 
195  Democrats  and  117  Republicans 
while  it  was  opposed  by  49  Demo- 
crats and  3 Republicans.

INDIA,  A NATION  of  480  million 
people,  showed  no  sign  of  backing 
down  and  Shastri  indicated  he  feels 
a fundamental  confrontation  be- 
tween the  two  nations  has  reached 
explosion  point. 

“The  basic  objective  of  China,” 
he  said,  “is  to  claim  for  itself  a 
position  of  dominance  in  Asia  which 
no  self-respecting  nation  in  Asia 
is  prepared  to  recognize.” 

“Every  Asian  country  has  a right 
to  independence  and  sovereignity, 
he  said,  and  “the  dominance  of  the 
Chinese  cannot  be  accepted  by  any 
of  them.” 

AS  FOR  INDIA,  Shastri  said  it 
will  “reject  China’s  claim  to  tell  us 


anything  about  what  we  should  or 
should  not  do  about  Kashmir”— the 
Himalayan  state  whose  ownership 
is  a basic  cause  of  India’s  war  with 
Pakistan. 

Parliament  cheered  Shastri,  but 
one  Socialist  leader  jumped  up  to 
ask  whether  Shastri  had  ordered 
the  Indian  army  to  fire  back  at  the 
Chinese.  Shastri  replied: 

“I  would  merely  wish  to  say  we 
will  resist  them,  we  will  fight 
them.” 

The  threat  from  Peking  took  up 
almost  all  of  Snastri’s  remarks  in 
Parliament.  As  for  the  United  Na- 
tions Security  Council  Resolution 
calling  for  an  India-Pakistan  cease- 
fire, Shastri  said  it  needed  care- 
ful study  and  that  he  might  com- 
ment on  it  Tuesday.
